Current Language

Under s. 50.14(2), a bed assessment of $445 per month is currently applied to 1,719 beds in
Intermediate Care Facilities for the Mentally Retarded (ICF-MR), which serve developmentally
disabled persons needing active treatment. Almost all ICF-MR residents are Medicaid recipients.

Proposed Change

Amend s. 50.14(2) to require the Department to annually establish the monthly bed assessment on
Tlicensed beds in ICFs-MR at a fixed rate that would generate assessment revenue for the state fiscal
year that would equal 6% of projected gross revenues. Provide the Department the authority to
modify the monthly rate during the year to insure that total assessment revenues do not exceed 6%
of gross revenues of ICFs-MR. : -

Background and Rationale for the Change

Provider assessments provide an opportunity to generate additional federal matching funds under
Medicaid. The additional federal funds are generated by combining the provider assessment with an
equal rate increase under Medicaid. Providers as a group are not adversely impacted since the
Medicaid rate increase is equal to the provider assessment. The state will receive a net gain in
revenue because federal matching funds will support a major proportion of the Medicaid rate
increase so that the state only needs to use a part of the provider assessment to support the Medicaid
rate increase. In Wisconsin, the net gain to a provider assessment combined with an equal Medicaid
rate increase is equal to the Medicaid federal matching rate (57% in SFY 07) times the amount of
the provider assessment.

Federal law allows for an assessment rate of up to 6% of gross revenues.
It is projected that under the 6% federal maximum, the monthly bed assessment on ICFs-MR could

be increased to $640 in SFY 08 and $708 in SFY 09 and if combined with a rate increase for ICFs-
MR, could generate a net gain of $1,467,300 in SFY 08 and $1,622,000 in SFY 09.
